The Situation as Viewed by an Ex- 
President 


What the allies need is another 
great army which shall leave no 
doubt as to the preponderance, What 
England has done we can do and 
should do. What will determine the 
battle in the end is man power. An 
American army of 2,000, is not 
enough to make the result certain. 
England is now losing men at the 
rate of 100,000 a month. We should 
now plan for an army of 5,000,000. 
England has done nearly this with 
fewer men and less resources. Eng- 
land’s interest in this war is no 
greater than ours. England, France, 
and the United States, with their 
forces thus augmented, can drive the 
Germans back and win victories 
which will destroy the power of the 
present German dynasty over its 
people. 

What we must plan for is to beat 
Germany on the western front. The 
release by Russia of German divi- 
sions will give to the Germans for 
the ‘time being, “greater offensive 
power, but some of this has already 
been consumed. The Germans are 
suffering great losses on both fronts 
and in spite of English losses the 
mere process of attrition which 
Grant used in defeating Lee is work- 
ing against Germany.

A Time for Steadiness 


Britain and France Must Hold the 
Gap Against the Enemy 


The London Times, discussing the 
military situation on the western 
front, says the next few weeks are 
likely to be the worst of the war. 
Russia has gone out, and America is 
not yet well in. Britain and France 
must hold the gap meanwhile against 
the enemy. From all quarters come 
indications that the Times does not 
overstate the case. Despatches from 
Holland tell of the concentration of

The French intelligence 
partment has been reporting of late 
an increase in the enemy strength in 
Lorraine and the Champagne. The 
Austrians in the Trentino, who are 
striving mightily, despite great 1os- 
ses, to make their way down into 
the Italian plain in the rear of Italy’s 
army of Venetia, receive constantly 
accessions to their already great ar- 
tillery strength.

In the spring 
d early summer months, the sup- 
ply reaching the market is small and 
adi ous time prices reach the highest 
els, In the-seasons before the 
war, the difference between the price 
of feeders in the fall and fat cattle 
the spring on the Winnipeg mar- 
ket ran usually from two to three 
tents'per pound. In the last two 
reorge the increase has been ag fol- 
lows: Best feeders, November, 1915 
.75; choice steers, May 1916. $9.75; 
est feeders, November 1916 $5.25; 
thoice steers, May 1917 $11.50. This 
shows an increase between fall and 
wpring prices of from four cents to 
ve and a quarter cents per pound. 
This fall (1917) feeders are higher 
than ever, but there is every indica- 
tion that fat steers will be propor- 
tionately still higher in the spring. 
There is therefore a good opportu- 
nity for farmers to increase the reve- 
hue from their farms by “fattening 
Bteers over winter, placing them on 
the market, fat, and getting the high- 
est price of the yéar, instcad of sell- 
ing them thin or half-finished in the 
fall. Feeding experiments conduct- 
ed at Brandon Experimental Farm 
over a large number of ycars show 
that it is possible to make a goo 
profit on winter-fattened steers. 
This type of livestock feeding fits 
in particularly well with grain grow- 
ing. It uses up straw, the principle 


waste by-products of grain grow- 
ing, turning it into value. ‘Edible 
weed seeds and shrunken or low 


rade grain may also be utilized and 
or the marketing of oats and bar- 
ley, it affords higher prices than can 
be obtained by sclling these — grains 
direct. Brandon. results show over 
twice market prices obtained from 
pats and barley fed to steers; Winter 
steer feeding fits in well with grain 
growing in regard to the economic 
use of labor. During the summer, 
when the grain crop demands much 
labor, it does not require any; in the 
winter, when there is little to do in 
connection with the grain crop, it 
provides profitable employment for 
BR year-round man, : 

The steers to be fed should be of 
good beef type and of good constitu- 
tion, There is no use wasting good 
feed on unthrifty or ungainly steers, 
They will not make the gains neces- 
sary to pay for the feed and will 
not command top prices, even ness | 
fat, Two-year old steers have given 
best results on the whole in the 
work at Brandon, but well grown 
yearlings may also: be used, Older 
steers are not as economical gainers. 
Younger stock canbe fed profitably, 
but must get .more hay and not so 
much straw as the larger animals, It 
is better to have all the lot of a 
uniform size, small cattle mixed with 
large do not get a fair chance if they 
are running loose. 

Best results have been obtained 
from feeding in loose box stalls rath- 
er than from tying the cattle up, In 
order to handle them safely in this 
way they should be dehorned. No 
serious sctback is experienced from 
dehorning, and the temporary set- 
back is soon passed and the stock 
thrive much better on account of the 
peaceful environment. 

Steers may be fattened successful- 
ly with only st-.w and grain. When 
no greater vari-ty is available, great- 
er. quantities of grain must be used 
than are necessary when a higher 
grate of roughage can be got. Good 
lay makes an excellent roughage for 
steer feeding. Sheaf oats is also very 
good, giving fully as good results as 
the saine quantity of feed in the form 
of oat chop and cut straw. Corn also 
makes a profitable roughage and es- 
pecially when cured in the form of en- 
silage reduces the cost of making 
gains. The grain ration shou!d vary 
according to the season and_ the 
character of the other feeds. - With 
straw, about four pounds of chop per 
steer daily should be given at the 
start of the feeding period. This 
should be increased gradually until 
for the last month or so, each steer 
should receive 15 or 16 pounds of 
grain each day. When good hay is 
used, no grain at all will be required 
for the first month or six weeks, then 
a small allowance should be started 
and gradually increased to about 
twelve pounds per steer at the finish. 
Corn stalks or ensi‘age mixed with 
straw Will lessen the grain require- 
ments as compared to straw alone, 
Dut will not bring them to the amount 
used with good hay. Where different 

rades of roughage are to be used, 

t is better to feed out the poorest 
first, as the steers become more par- 
ticular as tlie grain ration is increas- 
ed and a change from a more or less 
palatable roughage might mean that 
they would refuse it for a time and 
get a setback, Or where practicable, 
the two qualities of roughage may be 
mixed, and a uniform quality fed all 
through the winter. The grain to be 
used will depend on what is  avail- 
able, and the prices. Oats and bar'ey 
are excellent, a mixture of the two 
is much better than either: alone. 


Oats alone, is rather light and not 
sufficiently fattening. Barley alone is 
too heavy and not safé™to feed, es- 
pecially in the heavier quantities at 
the end of the fattening period, Fro- 
zen or shrunken wheat, rye, corn or 
buckwheat sereenings may be used in 
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|machinery, it does not require sacks 


lace of barley with good results. 

ith my. of these, oats should be 
mixed, The proportions of the mix 
ture may be varied according to th 
supply and price of the different 
feeds. The oats, if plump and cheap, 
may be used in as high proportion 
as two-thirds, or if dear or very 
light, may be reduced to a quarter. 
Under average circumstances half 
oats is a. good proportion. 

Steers will make greater gains and 
at a smaller cost of feed if housed 
in a warm, comfortable stable. How- 
ever, it has ‘been proven in the tests 
at Brandon that such shelter is not 
essential, Very satistactorily and 
profitable results have been obtained 
from feeding steers over winter with 
only an open shed for shelter,. In 
fact, for a number of years. they 
were fed with no shelter cxcept 
‘scrubby bush and a straw pile. I 
they have a clean, dry place, - to lie 
down and a roof to keep the snow 
off ther backs and a windbreak, they 
do not suffer much from the cold. 
More feed is needed for this method 
but under some circumstances feed 
may be cheaper than buildings. 


The Allies and Wheat 


Exceptional Advantages of 


Western Canada in Aiding 
the Situation 


United States’ and Canada should 
redouble their efforts in the produc- 
tion of wheat. Of the world’s supply 
it has been estimated that the United 
States supplies 19 per cent., Canada 
6 per cent., Italy 5 per cent, France 
8 per cent., India 10 per cent. and 
Russia 18 per cent. With Russia in 
a muddle her 18 per cent. is going to 
dwindle, Australia- and Argentina 
might also be asked to speed up but 
to the great distances for transpor- 
tation it is more advisable to look to 
North America. 

Hitherto the question of rates was 
the all important factor, but war has 
added another phase. The nearest 
grain supply to Europe is North 
America. The distance between Que- 
bec and Liverpool is 2,000 miles, 
while between Buenos Ayrcs and 
Plymouth it is 5,300 miles. A ves- 
sel on the North American — route 
could make two aad one-half trips 
at least in the same time that would 
be required for it to make one trip 
if on the South American route. 
When it is a case of necessity it is 
not a question of rates so much as a 
question of time. In contracts for 
the supply of foods time -will -be-of 
the essence. England must get her 
food suppiy as near to home as pos- 
sible and look to North America. 

India with its 10 per cent, would 
prove an important factor . but her 
trad@ route through the Suez canal 
and Mediterranean sea is still infect- 
ed with submarines. To journey 
around Africa would consume too 
much time, 

Wheat 1s a commodity that lends 
itself to cheap transportation. Its 
nature is such. that without injury 
it may be loaded and unloaded by 


or barrels to contain it, it is more 
economically handled in its loose 
condition, it gives little or no trouble 
on the water—fill the “hold” and 
there is no shifting of cargo dur- 
ing a storm. 

Of the two North American fields 
Western Canada has the advantage 
It possesses large areas of wheat 
lands yet untouched, The country 
has proved itself suited to the rais- 
ing of wheat. With the method of 
handling- adopted in this country, 
with the system of internal and ter- 
minal elevators, with the possibility 
of the shortest route through the 
'Hudson’s Bay, Western Canada will 
have the advantages of the lowest 
rate and the shortest route to the

Which Apparently Refutes the Pre,

The copyright of the Revised Ver- 
lsion of the Bible is the property of 
ithe Oxford and Cambridge Univer- 
sity Presses, though the fact had es- 
caped the notice of even so experi- 
enced a lawyer as Sir Edward Clarke. 
A few years ago Sir Edward prepared 
a collated version of St. Paul’s Epis- 
tles, following the version of the 
translators of 1611 in all cases where 
their rendering was substantia'ly ac- 
curate, and elsewhere substituting 
the version of the revisers of 1881. 
When the whole of his work was in 
type he discovered that he could not 
publish without the consent of the 
University Presses. He accordingly 
applied for the necessary permission 
which was duly givin, though with- 
out enthusiasm and on_ conditions. 
Sir Edward was required to state that 
his use of the Revised Version was 
made “with the consent but without 
the approval of the University Pres- 
ses,” and that the Syndics do not 
countenance the offering of this ver- 
sion (ie., Sir Edward Clarke’s col- 
lated version) for public use 
church.—London Daily News.

The electrical engineering depart

Here’s a Nice Little Excuse For 
Hanging on to the Plunder 


In a resolution most recently 
adopted by the pan-Germanic league 
of Essen and the text of which has 
been transmitted to Marshal Hinden- 
butg and to Admirals Tirpitz and 
Scheer, it is stated: 

“The inhabitants of the western 
Provinces of the German country de- 
clare that they would be irremediably 
lost if, Belgium having withdrawa 
from German influence, Germany 
should huppen to be defeated in a 
future war. The enemy could quickly 
scize upon all the big manufactories, 
arsenals of fighting armies and im- 
pose upon us a dishonorable peace.” 

e resolution closes by this asser~ 
tion that the league intends to strug- 
gle “in order that British arrogance 
and our foe’s claims may not prevail 
and rob from us, in the couse of the 
diplomatic negotiations, the territory 
whitch we must not, under any pre- 
tence whatsoever, give up to them, 
the Flanders.” 


Tried toStart U.S.-Jap Fight 


German Plot in Early Part of the 
War Is Uncarthed 


That desperate eftorts were made 
by the German ambassador and mili- 
tary and naval officers in the United 
States to stir up enmity between the 
United States and Japan in the carly 
days of the European war while the 
United States was’ still a neutral has 
been revealed by the diary of Cap- 
tain Kar} Grasshof,.commander of 
the gunboat Geier. which interned at 
Honolulu in November, 1914, to save 
herself from destruction by a Japan- 
ese cruiser, the Hizen, which waited 
beyond the three-mile limit for her 
to show her nose outside the harbor, 
The diary is in the possession of the 
naval intelligence bureau of the Ha- 
waiian naval division and was made 
Public on.authority from the intelli- 
gence bureau. 

In line with the recent exposures 
of Secretary Lansing. it reveals a 
world-wide conspiracy and intrigue 
in the interests of Germany extend- 
in from’ Ambassador Bernstorff's 
‘othte at Washington through San 
Francisco to Shanghai, Hong Kong 
and Manilla, and centering in Hono- 
lulu upon the Geier, which with her 
wireless intercepted ofhcial Amert- 
can government wireless messages 
and relayed messages and orders 
from the German officials to -heir 
destination. 

The diary, written in German, was 
found on Captain Grasshof follow- 
ing his imprisonment at Schoficid 
Barracks after the attempted ~ de- 
Struction of the German warship 
and German merhantmen then in- 
terned at Honolulu The at‘empted 
destruction took place when the 
United States broke off diplomatis 
relations with Germany.

Dog meat sells for two marks 75 
pfennigs, and horse meat at one mark
